Consults Experts 

“IT didn’t want them to die,’’ 
she said. “I sought advice and 
talked to several experts. Last 
year the trees seemed full of 


Red Hill, who is an entymologist. 
He came to see the trees. He 
sprayed them and pruned them 
and he told me how to take care 
of them. 

“He said that in the groves the 
ground is plowed deep and deep 
irrigation is used. This cannot 
be done in gardens so it is nec- 
essary to keep the ground around 


As a result of treatment and 
care, the trees, according to 


‘Mrs. Smith, are bearing heavier 
lthis year than in all the years 


she has enjoyed their fruit. 
All the fruit from the lower 
limbs has been taken but golden 
oranges hang heavy and thick 
from the higher limbs. 

“T think it is a good California 
story,’’ she said. ‘I don’t know 
how old the trees are.”’ 

An even more interesting story 
was revealed when Mrs. Smith 
was asked about the Japanese 
gate from her rear garden onto 
the street. 


Visited In Japan 

She explained that during the 
period when her daughter Doris, 
who is now the wife of the Rev. 
Eugene Barnard, pastor of the 


gardens which were created to 
live in as an adjunct to homes, 
had both privacy and beauty. 

The garden gate of the Smiths,
